Oberth, who returned here 
for “peaceful retirement” after 
working nearly three years os 
the Amny's idea man at the 
Ballistic Missile Agency in 
Huntsville, Alabama, sald space 
rocketry has still too many un- 
solyed problems. Untll accuracy 
of rocket shots has improved, 
attempts to hit the moon should 
ye postponed, 


Know-How 


Obverth also predicted the 
United States will soon catch 
up with and pull ahead of the 
Sowiet Union in the fleld of 
rocketry because “American 
theoretical know-how is 


suporior,”” 


The 64-year-old — professor 
was met by a large sroup of 
reporters. He axtived here by 9 
military airplane’ from Andrews 
airforce base, Maryland. 


He cisappoiited those who 
hoped that ho would announce 
plans to work for a German 
rockotry programme.
